That an humble addrefs be prefented to his Majetty, 
molt humbly to reprefent, that, from the queapotinnness 
of the war, to the prefent moment, his Majefty’s Minif- 
ters have had all the advantages which could be derived 
from the entire confidence and fupport of Parliament ; 
that this confidence and fapport have given them the 
unlimited command and difpofal of the power and re- 
venue of thefe kingdoms ; that’ with means profufely 
furnifhed to obtain fuecefs, the Council which have 
had the dire@tion of this power, and. the application of 
thefe refources, have been attended with no effect but to 
exalt France to her prefent formidable greatnefs, and 2 
the fame proportion to impair the relative fituation ~ 
Great Britain, to expofe her, with reduced ftrength an 
diminifhed refources, to all thofe dangefs which it was 
alledged could be averted only by:an early and fuccefs- 
ful combination to refift the principles, as well as the 
power, of the French Government ; and after an un- 
availing expence of blood and treafure, to compel his 
Majefty’s Minilters to open a ‘negociation for peace by 
a total derelition of all the principles on which the war 
was faid to be unavoidable, and by fubmitting to abandon 
thofe fafeguards and defences which, in the. early pe- 
riod of hoftilities, were infifted on as abfolutely indif- 
penfable to the fecurity of thefe kingdoms... 

That without looking back to the caufe of the war, or 
enquiring whether it might; or might not have been a- 
voided, and referving for another moment all confidera- 
tion of the charges which may hereafier be brought a- 
gainft thofe perfons who originally advifed his Majefty 
not to acknowledge the Republic of France, nor to 
liften to any terms of accommodation, we think it our 
duty humbly to lay before his Majefty the fituation in 
which we are now placed. ; 

We are awed by the refult of the war itfelf, and a- 
ftonifhed at the conclufion drawn from it by his Maje- 
fty’s Minifters, who with all the means of vigorous at- 
tack have reduced us to a ftate of precarious defence, 
yet fill have the confidence to affert, that in the fame 
councils, which have proved fo incompetent in profpe- 
rity to dire& with advantage the affairs of the nation, 
the beft means are to be found of relief and fecurity in 
our prefent difficulty and diftrefs, aud that we are {till 
to look to them alone for the attainment of a fafe and 
honourable peace. i.

"That this Houfe, and every Member of it, is ready 


to provide for a vigorous defence of the country, and 
will not fhrink from any perfonal difficulty .or danger 
that may attend the performance of this duty—that 
whatever differences may exift with regard to the prin- 
ciples and policy of our internal Government, we are 
determined and unanimous in our refolution to refi(t all 
foreign interference. But: inftruéted as we are by a 
long feries of events, and corrected by expetience, we 
are bound by out duty, and compelled by nitceffity, to 
fubmit to his Majelty our humble fs gaery that the fi- 
tuation of the country is too critical, and the dangers 
ceed it are too ferious to admit of any further 
triaof the fame Councils which have conftantly failed, 
or of the fame perfons for whofe continuance in office, 
notwithftanding the heavy and unanfwered charges 
which have been brought againft them, ever themfelves 
have nothing to plead but a feeble unavailing reétitude 
of intention conttantly overpowered by a fuperior po- 
licy and vigour of the enemy, or a pretended apprehen- 
fion equally falfe and malignant of the defigns and prin- 
ciples of thofe whom his Majefty might appoint to fuc- 
ceed them in the adminiftration of public affairs ; as if 
in the preftnt Cabinet were to be found the only effi- 
cient perfons whofe loyalty and attachment to the Con- 


That lamenting, as we do, the failure of the late ne- 
gociations for peace, we befeech his Majelty fetioufly to 
refle&t, whether, when conduéted by his prefent Mini- 
{ters, there could be any reafonable hope of their fuc- 
cefs.’ We have not forgotten their haughty and {yper- 
cilious rejection of all offers of accommodation previous 
to the commencement of holtilities, and we'too well re. 
member the terms of inveterate and irreconcileable en- 
mity on which the conteft was placed at the outfet,, and 
on which it has éver fince been condutted, to hope for 
any conciliatory difpofition between the enemy and the 
original advifers ‘of the war, we cannot be furprifed that 
any overture which may now be made by his Majefty’s 
Minifters, after haying wilfully neglected or infolently 
refufed every favourable opportunity of negociation, 
thould be received as an acknowledgment of weaknefs 
and diftrefs rather than as a proof of a fincere difpofi- 
tion to. peace.

our free Conftitution have been violated, and fome of 
the moft effential fecurities of our liberties deftroyed ; 
the conneétion with our fifter kingdom is threatened 
with ‘diffolution, and all the foundations of our impor- 
tance and power in Europe are rendered precarious 
and uncertain. ‘To-extricate us from fuch difficulties 
requires much fortitude and wifdom ; for thefe qualities 
we cannot look to his Majetty’s prefent advifers ; under 
them we cannot hope for a fuccefsful profecution of the 
war, ftill lefs for the conclufion of a fecure and equitable 
peace. 

_ We, therefore, fubmit: this our humble reprefenta- 
tion to his Majefty, trufting that his Majelty will fee, 
as we do, the urgent and indifpenfible neceflity of em- 
ploying other perfons, and of adopting other Councils.
